phasis during the succeessive years. 
The sense of military vic-

as we get further away from the thunder of the captains and the 
shouting. Yet one element in the celebration has remained con- 
stant. This is the pious and affectionate remembrance of the 
dead. 


Thus Armistice Day has been assuming more and more of a 


likeness to Memorial Day. Whatever changing views about the 
origin of the war and its sequels may have supervened since 1918, 
there has been no alteration in our feeling of gratitude to the 
young men who were proud to give all for their country, and 
whose graves today make sweet the soil of France to the millions 
of Americans who do not forget. 


We cannot forget our soldier dead, nor can we forget the 


deep impression of national unity and devotion to a noble ideal 
which they created as they marched away. While the lapse of 
time makes us feel that there is no cause for tears, or beating the 
breast, over a death so noble, nothing can extinguish the in- 
stinctive obligation which we all cherish. 


, The hush of silence today is one of deeply felt commemora- 


tion. At the summons of their country, the flower of our youth 
came forward gladly to make every sacrifice demanded. This it 
should be our pride today to recall. 
It was a precious gift for 


the nation, which it will surely never grow too old or too callous 
to hold in vivid recollection. 


Armistice Day is still like the "haughty day" of which the 


American poet wrote, but more and more as. the years pass it 
seems to be "tenderly" filled with emotions centering upon the 
gallant and high-spirited young men who, as President Garfield 
said of those who fought for the preservation of the Union, heard 
the voice of their Great Mother bidding them go forth and die for 
her, and obeyed without a murmur or regret.

little white cot on which the child 
sat still in a daze from four years 
of alleged ill-treatment. 


TALES HARRIFYING 


The stories told the grand jury 


by the little girl's 15-year-old 
brother, Francis, and 20-year-old 
sister, Louise, make the case stand 
out as one of the most horrifying 
cases of child tqrture known. 


Louise, who said her father 


drove her from home two months 
ago, alleged on ene occasion her 
step-mother and father placed the 
child naked in a tub of cold water 
and kept her there. 


"My father told me that if I said 


anything about Edith to anyone 
outside he would find a way to fix 
me," she declared. 


"My step-mother kept Edith up- 


stairs and never allowed me to go 
up there. She often beat her and 
let her go without food. On Sev- 
eral occasions I have seen Edith's 
hands swollen and bleeding. Once 
she was lying in the middle of the 
room on the third floor with her.
